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IN LONG DISCUSSION DURING WHICH SCHAUFELE ENUMERATED US 
OBJECTIONS TO SC MEETING IN GENEVA, ODERO- JOWI ( KENYA) DENIED 
HE WAS USING POLITICAL ARGUMENT, AND SAID HE WOULD BE GIVING 
ADDITIONAL ARGUMENTS AT JUNE 28 CONSULTATIONS BUT REFUSED TO 
BE DRAWN OUT ON THEM. WHEN ASKED HIS REACTION TO POSSIBLE 
SC MEETING ON VENUE AND CALL FOR VOTE, HE REPLIED PERHAPS 
DEBATE HAVE GOOD EFFECT ON PUBLIC OPINION. HE EXPANDED ON SC' S 
INEFFECTIVENESS BUT GAVE NO INDICATION OF HOW CHANGE IN SITE 
COULD BRING ABOUT CHANGE IN SUBSTANCE, ACCUSED US OF BEING 
AGAINST SC MEETINGS AWAY FROM HDQRS IN PRINCIPLE, AND ASKED 
WHAT UNNY HAD THAT GENEVA DID NOT. HE ASKED FOR US ESTIMATE 
OF NUMBER OF PERM REPS WHO MIGHT OTHERWISE BE IN GENEVA 
AND TOOK UMBRAGE AT IMPLICATION HE WAS ASKING FOR MEETING 
FOR HIS PERSONAL CONVENIENCE. AFTER SCHAUFELE SAID HE KNEW 
OF ONLY ONE FOR SURE BUT THERE MIGHT BE ONE OR TWO OTHERS. 

ALTHOUGH NOT INDICATING IT TO SCHAUFELE, ODERO- JOWI REPORTEDLY 
TOLD ONE SOURCE THAT IF NUMBER OF NON- PERM SC MEMBERS FOUND 
SHIFT TO GENEVA INCONVENIENT HE MIGHT BE ABLE TO BACK DOWN. 
BRITISH AMB IN NAIROBI WAS TOLD SHIFT OF VENUE ORIGINALLY 
ODERO- JOWI' S IDEA ON BASIS CONVENIENCE TO SMALL DELS AND TO 
BRING HOME TO EUROPEANS SERIOUSNESS OF SITUATION, BUT GOK 
NOW SUPPORTING IT. 

CHOU NAN ( PRC), WHO HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS, UNDERSTOOD US
